If, however, it tends ultimately to 
suppress the individual, lessen his c a ­ 
pacity and make him subordinate to 
the mass, It not only fails of its pur­ 
pose, but works serious injury. 
The individual workman under mod­ 
ern methods of industry is unable to 
assort himself. 
He Is subject to con­

Wife Claims that lie was Attack­ 


ed by Tramps and Mas Mur­ 


dered by Them 


Tho body of Frank Winnar, a resident 
of section 7, town of Pike Creek, isn t 
Harting’s morgue in this city, and tho 
widow, Katie Winnar, is in tho custody 
of the sheriff and confined in the county 
jail. 
Preceding these events there oc­ 
curred at tile home of Winnar on Tues­ 
day or Wednesday morning one of the 
most brutal murders in the history of 
Morrison county, Winnar being the 
victim, and his widow being arrested on 
suspicion of being tile perpetrator of the 
crime and a murderess. 
At an early hour Wednesday morning 
I^ank Ilorntnernik and John Setera, 
residents of Pike Creek, came to the 
city and notified Coroner N. W. Chance 
and Sheriff Tanner that a crime had 
been committed at the home of I'rnnk 
Winnar in the Twin Lake neighbor­ 
hood. The officers immediately left for 
the scene of the crime and were soon 
followed by a Transcript representative. 
Arriving at the home of Frank Winnar, 
on the sw1 j. nw! 
section 7. Pike Creek 
township, and entering tin' house the 
body of the murdered man was found 
On the floor of the room in the east 
bedroom, his head being near the door. 
T'he room was bespattered with blood. 
The floor where the man lay was cover­ 
ed with blood and the bed in which he 
had been sleeping was also bloody near 
the head and blood was scattered on 
tile studding of the wall near where 
tim head of the bed was located, show­ 
ing that the first blow had been struck 
while the victim was in bed. 
The victim had evidently been hit on 
the head with a club or some blunt in­ 
strument and there were cuts on the 
head and face. 
The bloody condition of 
the room and the broken furniture 
showed that there had been a struggle, 
and that the man had tried to gain the 
door of the room. 
Bloody spots were 
found around on the walls and back of 
the door, about five feet from the floor, 
where the poor fellow s head had been 
knocked against the wallas the murder­ 
er rained blows on him with a club. 
Finally he had fallen with his head to­ 
ward the door, and there he expired a 
few hours later, but was unable to tell 
to friends, called at a late hour, how he 
received the wounds or who was tho per­ 
son inflicting the wounds. 
Mrs. Winnar, a bride of about a month 
and now a widow, is suspected of com­ 
mitting the crime and was immediately 
placed under arrest, 
lier tangled stor­ 
ies and the circumstances point very 
strongly to her as the murderess. 
She 
did not know at first with what her hus­ 
band had been killed, hut some of the 
sheriff’s party soon foud in the brush a 
broken bloody broom handle, and in 
the woodshed several sticks of 
wood 
upon which there was blood and hair. 
The pieces of wood found were of the 
same kind as that in the woodbox in 
the kitchen. 
The woman said, however, 
that it was not her wood.

tin* fungus passes th«* winter on the 
fallen leaves, appearing as minute black 
bodies buried In the leaf tissues.

season. The second after the blossoms 
fall and two or thm* other applications 
at tntervuls of t«*n days to two weeks 
will prove beneficial, especially If the 
season Is a wet one,

may consist of a weak solution of cop

cases the leaves become shriveled and 
liseolored, eventually falling off. 
The 
fungus also attacks the stem s of the 
young apples at blossom ing tim e, espe- 
ially lf the w eather at this tim e is un­ 
usually cool and moist. 
T h is onuses 
tin* young fruit to shrivel and drop off, 
iften greatly reducing the crop of m a­ 
ture fruit. 
The 
m ost characteristic effects of 
this fu n g o u s 
parasite, 
how ever, 
are 
found on the fruit itself. 
H ere D e­ 
spots ut first appear much like those 
on tin* leaves, but as the fruit d evel­ 
ops the fu n g u s works under the cuti­ 
cle, or outer layer of tho skin, cau sin g 
It to scale off, 
These spots on m ature 
ipples h a v e a dark brown or blackish 
olor, w ith a narrow’ border o f ti light 
gray color. 
T he spots are u sually m ost 
num erous around the blossom end of 
the fruit. 
On badly affected fru it the 
pots run together, som etim es cover­ 
ing one-third of the surface. 
Deep 
•racks often occur in such cases, w hich 
Blow th<* apple to dry out. 
Apple seal) is without doubt th e w orst 
disease—affecting this fruit. 
T h is is 
due not alone to its destruction o f tho 
foliage and young apples or to th e un­ 
sightly spots which it ca u ses on tho 
mature fruit. 
In addition to all this. 
It opens a way* for tile entrance of nu­ 
merous rot producing fungi into the 
tissues o f the mature apple. 
T h u s dur­ 
ing the sea so n s of 11*02 and 1003, w hich 
w ere characterized in this sta te by an 
unusual 
rainfall, great q u a n tities of 
apples w e r e lost soon after packing 
and in storage and even during ship­ 
ment through the agency of th e se soft 
rots fello w in g apple scab.

rotting w h ile still attached to the trees, 
the loss am oun ting to four-fifths of the 
entire crop. 
The fu n g u s of apple scab th rives dur­ 
ing moist, cool weather, especially dur­ 
ing the early part of sum m er. 
Fruit 
grown on closely crowded trees w here 
air and light are shut out appears to 
be more severely affected than w here 
the opposite conditions prevail. 
There­ 
fore a location securing good ven tila­ 
tion, proper spacing of trees and sy s­ 
tem atic pruning are to be considered as 
preventive 
m easures iii the ca se of 
this discase. 
It has been found that 
the fun gus passes the w in ter on the 
fallen leaves, appearing as m inu te black 
bodies buried in the leaf tissues. 
From 
these are given off, In the follow ing 
spring, th e first crop of spores w hich 
attack the lower leaves, the disease 
later spreading to all parts of th e tree. 
Thus anoth er preventive m easu re is 
su ggested and recom m ended—viz, the 
destroying of these dead leaves, which 
serve as agents of infection. 
This 
may be d one either by raking and burn­ 
ing them or by plowing them under in 
the spring before the spores are shed. 
T he p lanting of varieties w h ich are 
naturally less subject to th e scab Is 
also to be considered as a preventive 
m easure. 
Spraying for the prevention 
and treatm en t of this d isea se has prov­ 
ed of unquestioned value and a paying 
in v estm en t to the apple grow er. 
The 
first application made before th e buds 
open m ay In copper sulphate solution, 
which is cheaper and easier to prepare 
and u se than bordeaux m ixture. 
By 
many grow ers this application is con­ 
sidered the most im portant one for fun­ 
gous d isea ses and should not be neg­ 
lected. 
A fter the leaves appear It will 
be necessary to use bordeaux m ixture, 
the first application of this spray to be 
used Just before blossom ing. 
T his is 
the m ost important treatm ent of the 
season. 
Tile second after th e blossom s 
fall and tw o or three other applications 
ot Intervals of ten days to tw o w eeks 
will prove beneficial, especially if the 
season is a w et one. 
T he final spray 
may con sist of a weak solution of cop­ 
per su lph ate to avoid staining the fru it
